Inspired by the success to date of re- 
gional education, Dr. John E. Ivey, head 
of the Regional Education Board, is busy 
with plans to enlarge the program and to 
extend its usefulness into many additional 
fields of service. 

At meetings, in Dayton on Oct. 21 and 
Hot Springs, Ark., on Nov. 12, top educa- 
tors, industrialists and government offi- 
cials will learn of these i | 
plans to provide skills for #4 
a rapidly expanding indus- | 
trial section. 4 

Southern governors laid 4 | 
the groundwork in 1948 74 
when the racial segrega- % 
tion issue made it impos- 
sible for them to ignore 
the problem longer.

Flying Steel 
And Massed Men 


The great fight which has been raging in 
Korea during the past week has been a conflict 
of massed guns against massed men. As this 
was written, the guns were winning. The tremendous artillery 
barrages which we have been laying upon the Chinese and North 
Koreans is the trade-mark of Gen. James A. Van Fleet, a man who 
loves the guns and who believes in them, though his training basi- 
cally has been as an infantryman and not an artilleryman. 


On one occasion, outlining the strategy by which his Eighth 
Army had turned back a savage Chinese assault, he told a group 
of newspapermen: 

“The toughest job I’ve had in all my time as a commanding 

general is to get the guns going. The infantry officer knows the 
artilleryman is the best friend he has in the world, that the havoc 
wrought by the artillery can save the lives of his men. But in 
the heat of a hard battle he begins to think only in terms of his 
riflemen and his battalions’ supporting weapons. He forgets to 
call down the fire of the heavy stuff available to him. 
-: Van Fleet believes in calling down the fire. In the great 
defense that stopped the Chinese onslaught in the spring, for a 
period of three days he stopped the hauling of all supplies to the 
front. Every truck in the Eighth Army was hauling artillery ammu- 
nition. Van Fleet multiplied by five times the “day of fire,” the 
allotment of artillery assigned to each unit. 
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Guns Save Lives In attack and in defense, the guns save 

the lives of infantrymen. In the hours 
before an enemy onslaught they search out the defiles where air 
and forward spotters have seen them forming for the charge. But 
the infantryman sees none of this destruction. Deep in his fox- 
hole he may hear the dry rustle of the shells in the sky and he 
knows that somewhere up there, too far away for him to hear the 
sound of the explosions, the enemy is catching hell. But he sees 
no burst of flame, may hear no explosion. 

By daylight, when the enemy is attacking, it is different. See 
in your mind, if you can, a bleak hill-top, with a jagged line of 
foxholes running zigzag across it. Here are the riflemen, the 
machine gunners, the BAR men, the tank-killing bazooka men, 
working up the first thin line of steel. Behind them but close up 
are their company-supporting weapons, the high-arching 60-mm., 
80 mm. and 4.2 mortars. Back here somewhere, too, are the tanks 
with their flat trajectory 90s poked over the top of a ridge, and the 
flak wagons, the 50-caliber antiaircraft guns that can be leveled to 
fire flat, and the twin 40s on their tracked treads that can do the 
same—a team of quick-firing weapons that the soldiers call the 
pianos of hell. And still farther back are the bigger guns, the 105s 
and the 155, howitzers, short, stub nosed, deadly, with their sweat- 
ing gun crews who serve them with an incredible speed and a 
grace that is like a movement in ballet. And still farther to the 
rear are the long-ranging heavy guns, the eight-inch howitzers 
whose blast can shake a building down, and the long-barreled, slim 
Long Tom’s, the 155-mm, rifles. 


Van Fleet’s Theorv In Van Fleet’s theory of heavy use 

° of artillery, every one of these is 
at the call of the rifleman in the foxhole facing the enemy. For 
out in front of the rifleman, as far out as he can get and still stay 
alive, are the artillery forward observers, calling down upon the 
advancing enemy the fire of all the supporting guns. 

And now off there to the front, in the mist of the early morn- 
ing, brown figures begin to move like ants against the hillside. 
They are not running but walking, coming steadily on, not in a 
line but in ragged bunches, in singles and in clusters of two or 
three. The riflemen and the machine gunners hold their fire, but 
they feel the sweat come in the palms of their hands as the range 
begins to shorten. Now the over-eager ones are beginning to 


shoot, and the sergeants yell curses down the line, telling them to 


wait. And the enemy comes on, 

But now, by telephone to the batteries, the word has passed 
and all along the regimental front hell’s own symphony has begun 
to play. The air is full of whines and whistles and the deafening 
crack of the high-velocity flat trajectory weapons which are slam- 
ming their shells low above the infantry. And arching high, un- 
heard, the mortar shells, and the big missiles from the howitzers 
are on their way. 

And now the infantryman sees a sight which he will never 
forget, the falling of many shells of many calibers upon a space of 
ground at once and the earth leaps in geysers of smoke and 
there is red flame at fhe heart of the smoke and from each spurt- 
ing flower of flame red-hot chunks of steel are flying to tear the 
bodies of the oncoming enemy to shreds. But still, through the 
smoke and the flame, unbelievably they come on, though thinner 
now, and moving more slowly. 


Now the rifles and the carbines begin 
to crack and the machine guns begin 
their staccato bup-bup-bup as the guns fire in short bursts to keep 
their barrels cool, and the space in front of the foxholes is laced 
with flying steel whizzing low above the ground, the fields of fire 
overlapping so that no inch of open ground is uncovered. And in 
the hollows in the earth, the gulches ard ravines where a man 
might take shelter from observed fire, mortars long since zeroed 
in on these blind spots begin to drop their shells, and black smoke 
rises; and the white of deadly phosphorous. And here, out of 
sight, but not out of range of the searching mortars, the panicked 
enemy clump up and die. 

And that is how it is, roughly, when the enemy attacks us in 
Korea. Except that always some come on, unscathed through the 
barrage, and there have been times when they came in such mass 
that many got through, and we were driven back.

Development of Southern Skills 


That the storybook South of magnolias and “‘you all” is approaching the thresh- 
old of a dynamic door of new opportunity is readily discernible in several recent 


developments in the field of higher education. 


Despite her momentous gains in 


technical knowledge, it long has been recognized that Dixieland has lagged consid- 
erably behind other sections of the country in providing the avenues of higher 


learning necessary to keep pace with the advancing technology of the times.

tunities for the graduates of the region’s colleges and universities is the effort of the Board of Con- 


tro] for Southern Regional Education to secure 
off-campus opportunities for high-level educa- 
tion. Two recent bulletins of this organization 
bear convincing proof of the success of this 
undertaking. 

These bulletins, sent to colleges and universi- 
ties of the 14 Southern states which sponsor the 
work of the Southern Regional Education pro- 
gram, give details of working agreements with 
two vast government laboratories—the Air Uni- 
versity at Maxwell Air Force Base, Alabama, and 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. It is now pos- 
sible for graduate students to secure the facili- 
ties of these establishments while doing off-cam- 
pus work for master’s or doctor’s degrees. This 
is accomplished through arrangements at the par-~ 
ent college, which maintains academic control 
of the student while he is working with the Air 
University -or with TVA. 

TVA lists research opportunities in agricul- 
ture, forestry, chemical engineering, power, 16 
academic fields in all. The Air University lists 
medical research projects, human resources re- 
search and numerous other fields. 


Another tremendous factor in the widen- 
ing horizons of research in the South is the 
opportunities offered by the atomic bomb 
plant at Oak Ridge. The Oak Ridge Insti- 
tute of Nuclear Studies during this academic 
year will be responsible for the administra- 
tion of 326 predoctoral and 41 postdoctoral 
fellowships. These awards, for studies in 
this country and abroad, constitute the larg- 
est fellowship program in the nation. The 
Institute is sponsored by 29 Southern uni- 
versities. This doesn’t mean, of course, that 
the fellowships all will go to this region. In 
fact, the majority are awarded in other sec- 


tions. 


Other activities by the Institute of Nuclear 
Studies are. however, bringing numerous advan- 
tages primarily to the South. A recent New 
York Times story on the institute noted that 
“extensive research activity throughout the South 
has been promoted through research training of 
university faculty members at the Oak Ridge 
national laboratory.” This training is in the field 
of radio-isotope techniques, health physics and 
public education. 

Citing of the advantages at Oak Ridge does 
not necessarily carry the implication the peace- 
time atom will speak with a Southern accent, 
but the significance of having in the region such 
atomic developments as Oak Ridge and the 
H-bomb plant in South Carolina speaks well for 
the possibility of scientific concentrations in the 
section. 


The South’s cotleges and universities ave 'mak- 


ing new efforts to expand their opportunities for 
graduate education. Georgia Tech has 200 grad- 
uate students and is spending $1,500,000 this year 
for research. This is just one example of pro- 
grams now under way on Southern campuses. 

All of these manifestations of widening oppor- 
tunities for technical education will in days not 
too distant be of inestimable value to Southern 
industry. And it is catching, too. Or, as Dr. 
Gerald Rosselot, director of Georgia Tech’s Engi- 
neering Experiment Station, puts it: “There is 
being created a climate where research and high- 
level education will flourish.”

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: TI have a dear friend, my closest 
friend. who comes to me for advice, vet never follows it. We both 
have experienced the tragedy of losing a son; and her grief is 
more recent than mine. My heart aches for her, but I seem unable 
to help her through the cloud of gloom. 

So often, before she lost her she'd boost my morale ov 
felling me how wonderful she thought I was, seeming so cheerful 
despite a heavy heart.

The following may be a clue to Edith’s trouble: One day I sug-

months?” I expressed the thought that Nicky would expect her 
to resume her life as usual. But I am wondering if, just possibly, 
she feels she must show people how much she misses Nicky. I’ve 
found solace in work, the chores of a home, as I tell her; an 
when the days are roughest I won’t let myself dwell on that awit 
all-gone fecling. 

How can I convince Edith that prayer and won- 
derful things, with a little help from the individual? She is an- 
Intelligent person, and that’s why others find it hard to understand 
her present atiitude. How can I help her.—S. Y. 


DEAR S. Y.: The most charitable construction one can put on 
Edith’s perniciously dolorous performance is to suppose that she 
is in a shock state since her son’s death. That is, emotionally 
shattered by the blow end involuntarily unable to rally; and 
clinging to you as a desperately sick child would cling to a strong, 
kindly, mothering person. 

Possibly Edith would benefit by the introduction of some forth- 
right friendly criticism, as.a change from solicitude, at this point 
in her depression. So long as she feels she has your sympathy 
to draw on, in endless supply, she may continue to coddle herself 
in wretchedness—thus indirectly courting mental illness, She may 
need to be jolted into self-help endeavors, by a dash of severity 
from vou. 

Astute psychologists, working with limply despondent types, 
usually establish a climate of frank discussion by use of sympathetic 
support, to start. But they don’t let the client form a habit of preying 
upon their strength: and to prevent this. plain talk is employca, 
from time to time, to acquaint the complainant with hts duties 
io himself, and his obligations to others. One famous psychiatrist 
has called thig the technique of “severe kindliness,”’’ which is 
often necessary to prod a dispirited patient back to normal 
equilibrium.—M. H.

Penny Banks for Small Fry 


Have Victorian Origin 


If beruffled hoop-rolling children back in the 19th 
century didn’t learn to be thrifty, it was their own fault. 
Never has thrift been more enchantingly presented as 
in the Victorian era, when a little boy could put his penny 
into Jonah’s hand, pull a trigger and the whale would 


swallow the penny. 

This is one of the sixty-four 
hand-painted cast iron banks on 
display at the Citizens and 
Southern Bank during “Know 
Your Bank Week.” 

Some of the mechanisms are 
comparatively simple, 
the clown whose 
open and eyes roll back when 
the penny 1s. deposited.

Be Reason 
For Overeating 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

“This is the first time I have 
been happy while losing weight,” 
is a typical remark from over- 
weights who have succeeded in 
reducing with a group of over- 
weights. The remark itself is a 
clue to some of the reason back 
of overeating; boredom, loneli- 
ness and lack of understanding 
of the problem. 


Dr. Stanley Kanter, psychi- 
atric consultant of the U. S., 
Public Health Service, in report- 
ing on the group approach to 
reducing at the recent AMA 
Conference on Overweight, Nu- 
trition and Health, explained 
that when overweights have a 
chance to talk out their diffi- 
culties it helps them to under- 
stand what it is that makes 
them want to overeat. 

_ The problem of overweight 
is simply one of overeating, and 
treatment should be successful 
simply by cutting down on the 
amount of food eaten. Why then 
are overweights who really want 
to lose, unable to stop overeat- 
ing? Emotional factors are be- 
lieved to be the dominating 
influence. People who are un- 
happy or frustrated. for what- 
ever reason, often find satis- 
faction in eating as a compensa- 
tory measure. In the group, the 
discussion aims not so much for 
information on reducing, as for 
an easing of tensions. 

What do the overweights in 
these group meetings talk about? 
They discuss their fears, weak- 
nesses and hopes. One explains 
that she had the idea weight 
means strength. Another con- 
fesses she fears she will be de- 
pressed on a diet. A third blames 
boredom and cenfides that when 
she is by herself she eats all 
the time. The majority say they 
tend to overeat when upset and 
worried. Group members ex- 
change information on _ diffi- 
culties and accomplishments and 
pass along tips that have helped 
them. The talk-it-over method 
is used on every question and 
this helps all of them come 
closer to understanding what it 
is that makes them overeat. 

This is the aim in group 
therapy, to help overweights 
understand what is back of their 
excessive craving for food. As 
I sat listening to this report and 
to the discussion that followed, 
I realized more than ever how 
important it is for overweights 
to ferret out the causes back of 
excessive appetite. Once the rea- 
son is clear, and frankly faced, 
the science of nutrition can do 
the rest. 

These group meetings were 
started in 1950 in Boston by the 
Massachusetts Health Depart- 
ment and the U. S. Public Health 
Service, in an effort to find an 
effective method of dealing with 
overweight. The results have 
been encouraging thus far. 

The new angle is not “How 
many calories were in that hot 
fudge sundae I ate this afternoon, 
or the pie a la mode I ordered 
for dessert last night?” But rath- 
er, “why did I want to eat the 
sweets when I would rather be 
slimmer?” In other’ words, 
“When I find the cause, I will 


want to eat for healthy, happy

Cheese Is Good Dish 
As Start or Finish

Cheese is a good food which can be used to tease the appetite, as 
a filling main dish, to add character to a salad, or provide the grand 


finale to a gourmet’s dinner. 
And there is a different cheese 


available for every taste, every 
meal and every course of the 
meal. There are about 20 main 
types with about 400 variations 


of these main types to choose 
from. Of course, not all of them 
will be available in your mar- 
ket, but do plan to get acquaint- 
ed with some of the unfamilar 
varieties. You'll discover many 
new taste treats. 

Cheese rates high as a source 
of both minerals and vitamins. 
While it is closely related to 
milk in nutritive value, it is a 
more highly concentrated source 
of both protein and fat. An ex- 
cellent energy food for both 
children and adults, it is also 
rich in that important vitamin 
A and riboflavin.

Cheese Trays can be built on 
anything from your cutting 
board to Aunt Sophia’s heirloom 
silver tray.

You'll find them in 
china, wood, or combinations of 
wood and tile, metals such as 
copper, hammered aluminum, 
and brass, and even silver. 

What is used determines in 
part the arrangement of this 
popular alliance of foods: cheese, 
fruit, nuts and a variety of 
Fruit and leaves add 
color and interest well worth 
the little extra effort involved.

Lest new readers misunder- 
stand, this injection treatment 
is not applicable in every case of 
rupture. Only examination by 
the physician will determine 
whether it offers as good a 
chance of cure as radical opera- 
tion—provided, of course, the 
physician is abreast of progress 
in the profession.

Atlanta’s Famous Calico House

In 1860 Marcus Bell erected the city’s fin- 
est residence, a three-story structure of solid 
stone. The walls were three feet thick, its 
rooms 22 by 22 feet and the grand ballroom 
22 by 50 feet! Even with the cheap labor and 
materials of that period, it cost $25,000. Mr. 
Bell had no idea of calling his magnificent 
new home the Calico House, but when it was 
near completion he conceived the idea of cov- 
ering the exterior walls with plaster, ‘‘“marble- 
ized” with a secret process of red, yellow and 
blue indelible inks. The dyes were stippled 
and brushed into the plaster and the effect 
was unusual to say the least. About that time 
a pattern of calico cloth with a similar design 
appeared on the market and the public imme- 
diately dubbed the building “The Calico 
House.” During the War Between the States 
the basement was used for the manufacture 


of supplies for the Confederates and the ball- 
room as an army hospital. Gen. O. O. Howe 
ard said in an article in Century Magazine, 
published shortly after the war, that the Calico - 
House was Sherman's first Atlanta headquar- 
ters. For some unknown reason it was not 
destroyed by federal troops. In 1865 it was 
converted into a hotel and was the center 


“of social affairs for those who came from all 


over America to rebuild the stricken city. 
The huge ballroom was used as a theater 
where society saw such dramatic hits as “Mrs. 
Jarley’s Wax Works.” The house, on a four- 
acre lot at the corner of Wheat and Collins 
Streets (now Auburn and Courtland), was 
later purchased by Asa G. Candler Sr., who 
converted it into the Methodist Hospital, fore- 
runner of Emory University Hospital.
